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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 1 7-20 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 . 1 42(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected group, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election 
was made without traverse in the reply filed on Jan. 18, 2005. 

2. Claims 1-10 are further withdrawn from consideration because Claims 1-10 is directed to 
a combination which does not need the specific element of the subcombination, claims 11-16, 
such as the plurality of street grooves disposed on the bottom surface of the substrate. In a 
telephonic interview, Mr. Jose Garcia elected without traverse the subcombination, claims 11-16, 
to expedite the prosecution process. Hence, claims 1-10 have been withdrawn. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 1, line 1, "water" 
should be "wafer". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed pubUcation in this or a foreign country or in pubUc use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 11-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ichihara 
(5,814,532). 

Regarding to claim 1 1, Ichihara discloses a semiconductor wafer (figure Id, fig. 3) 
having a semiconductor substrate 10 (figure Id, fig. 3) comprising a top surface and a bottom 
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surface; a plurality of active regions 15 (figure Id, fig. 3) formed on said top surface wherein 
said active regions are separated by a plurality of streets, and a plurality of street grooves 4 
(figure Id, fig. 3) disposed on said bottom surface of said semiconductor substrate, wherein said 
street grooves are aligned opposite said plurality of streets (figure Id, fig. 3). 

As to claim 12, the wafer 1 (figure Id, fig. 3) fixrther includes a plurality of blind features 
18 (figure Id, fig. 3) disposed in said bottom surface and a material (col, 3, lines 15-30) 
deposited on surfaces of said blind features 18, wherein an electrical conductivity of said 
material is greater than an electrical conductivity of said semiconductor substrate 1 (figure Id, 
fig. 3). 

As to claim 13, a thermal conductivity of said material is greater than a thermal 
conductivity of said semiconductor substrate (col. 3, lines 15-30). Note that layer 18 can be 
made from aluminum and the substrate is made from group IE, V, as claimed. 

As to claim 14, the material partially fills each of the blind features (figure Id, fig. 3). 

As to claim 15, said material completely fills each of the blind features (figure Id, fig. 3). 

As to claim 16, the semiconductor substrate 1 (figure Id, fig. 3) comprises a material 

selected from the group consisting of silicon, germanium, and III-V compounds (col. 3, 

lines 15-30). 

6. Claims 1 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Comick 
(4,524,376). 

Regarding to claim 1 1, Cornick discloses a semiconductor wafer 1 (figure 1) having a 
semiconductor substrate (figure 1) comprising a top surface and a bottom surface; a plurality of 
active regions 42 (figure 1) formed on said top surface wherein said active regions are separated 
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by a plurality of streets (fig. 1, col. 4, lines 48-50), and a plurality of street grooves 22b (figure 1) 
disposed on said bottom surface of said semiconductor substrate (fig. 1), wherein said street 
grooves 2b (fig. 1) are aligned opposite said plurality of streets (figure 1). 

As to claim 12, the wafer 1 (figure 1) further includes a plurality of blind features 8^ 9, or 
42 (fig. 1) disposed in said bottom surface and a material (col. 7, line 7) deposited on surfaces of 
said blind features (fig. 1), wherein an electrical conductivity of said material is greater than an 
electrical conductivity of said semiconductor substrate 1 (figure 1. 

As to claim 13, a thermal conductivity of said material is greater than a thermal 
conductivity of said semiconductor substrate (col. 4, lines 46-47). 

As to claim 14, the material (col. 7, line 7) partially fills each of the blind features (figure 

Id, fig. 3). 

As to claim 15, said material (col. 7, line 7) completely fills each of the blind features 
(figure 1).
